. The approach of peace has materi- 
ally altered the Iilans of tthe produc- 
tion bureau of the United !

For Locomotives For BoOi at Home 


and Abronil is Predicted. 


A railroad authority is quoted as say- 


ing that the cessation of hostilities in 
.Europe is to be followed -by a tre- 
mendous demand for railroad loco- 
motives, and. that .both 
the United 


States and England are likely to be 
flooded with orders. .The annual -ca- 
pacity of the two great locomotive 
building .companies .in . the United 
States combined is. estimated 'to be 
from 5,50 to .6,000 aca 'Great Britain's 
annual capacity before the beginning 
of .the war is expressed at about 2,500 
locomotives a "year. 


Germany then, could build about .4,- 


800. engines 'annually, but.it is thought 
that her .post-war requirements will 
demand .the. effort of all her construc- 
tion facilities to replace equipment 
worn out and damaged during the 
more than four years' fighting.

established so that the coal supply of 
all sections at the country should nor 
mally be derived from mines relatively 
near, tins preventing abnormal and 
"wasteful 
transportation 
movements, 


and insuring more equal distribution 
of cars to the mine* and the more 
steady employment of mine labor, 


"Early estimates 
were that" the 


movement of bituminous coal affectrd 
by the zone system 
would Involve 


about 300,000,000 tons ,or 60 per cent 
of the total production. The latest 
figures, -show that 388,858,000 nctHons 
of this kind of coal have been pro- 
duced and delivered since April 1, 60 
per cent of which ia affected by the 
zone system.

MEANS TO GERMANY 


Has Bees Om »I Her Tltucif*! 


Sources of Iron and Steel Smpply 


TJMd lit the Great War. 


Precisely wlat would be th^ econo- 


mic meaning of surrender 
by Ger- 


many of Alsace-Lorraine and of her 
overseas colonies is, a question in- 
volving other 
consfderationa. The 


eccn people-'a passionate longing 


for "recovery of the lost province*" 
has been pre-eminently a matter of 
national 
sentiment 
It would un- 


doubtedly have been a* strong if the 
provinces were only mountain coun- 
try or grazing-land. But Germany's 
angry unwillingness to dUcnss restor- 
ation has had ax^ecognlzed basis 
which was very different, says Alex- 
ander Dana Noye« in th« December 
Scrflmer. 


"When _AlMce-Lorrain« was torn 


from Trance in 1871, th« district cut 
jo paramount figure in Industry. 
Even as lately as 1892, its production 
.of iron was half a million tons be- 
iow that of Prassiai' But when this 


sent war began, three-fourths of 


the German Empire's iron 'ore was 
produced in Alsace-Lorraine; the 
coal output of the province was one- 
fourth of the empire's total, 'and in 
manufacture of iron it surpassed any 
Mate of Germany. It is not easy to 
say how the German iron and steel 
industry, the Vorner-stone of the em- 
pire's industrial achievement, would

3TDST STILL CONSEKTfc FOOD 
Because of the easement that has 


come along certain linee with the near 
approach of peace, many persons are 
apt to think they can throw off ail the 
restraint we prac'-iced during the war. 
Particularly is this true in respect to 
the saving ot food. We must remem- 
ber, 
however, that conditionb relating 


to the world's'supply of food havo not 
changed except to require that the 
United States ship more rather than 
less to the European countries. 


The signing of the annistice does 


not add a pound to the world's supply, 
but it does add millions of half-starved 
people in the war-stricken countries 
to the number of those wiio will be 
dependent upon our willingness to 
share with them. In view of this fact 
conservation pf food by the people of 
America is even a more vital duty ' 
now than it was before the changing 
tide oE war transformed millions of 
enemies into virtual prisoners in our 
care ae jailer. Under the circum- 
stances it. will probably be months— 
at least until after another seedtime 
and harvest in Europe—before the 
principles, if not also the actual ap- 
plication, of food control can be done 
away "with. Meantime the hungry peo- 
ple of Europe will look to ue for sus- 
tenance. Their wants, more acute than 
we can ever know, -will not be satis- 
fled even in part if we do not elimin- 
ate waste in our homes and limit our 
consumption of food so that, while 
having all we require, there will be 
plenty to divide for humanity's sake. 


Before the armistice was signed, our 


government bad undertaken to send to 
Europe 17,500,000 tone oC food-stuffs, 
a quantity greatly in excess of that 
sent over during the past year. With 
the new demands arising from a con- 
clusion of hostilities, it Is estimated 
that 5,000,000 tons additional will he 
required for the starving people of 
Austria, Bulgaria and Turkey, and the 
total, exclusive of any we may furn- 
ish to Germany, may possibly reach 
25,000,M}Q tons. 


These are staggering figures, but to 


furnieh 
this enormous quantity of 


food represents a duty the people of 
the United States must perform if we | 
hope to retain, that esteem and regard '
